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DETAILED ACTION 



Acknowledgment of Amendment 

1 . The amendment to the instant application was entered on 3 March 2006. The examiner 
acknowledges the amendments to claims 2-16, the cancellation of claims 1 and 20, and the newly 
added claims 21 and 22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-19, 21 and 22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

3. As to claims 2, 1 5 and 16, the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a flat 
panel display that has a metal sheet, black sheet or conductive sheet with a plurality of holes, 
each hole corresponding to one of the cold cathode element, wherein each hole has a phosphor 
therein, and the thickness of the metal sheet, black sheet or conductive sheet is greater than a 
thickness of the phosphor disposed within the hole, wherein the display substrate further includes 
an adherent layer for affixing the metal sheet, black sheet or conductive sheet to a light- 
transmissive substrate. 

4. As to claim 1 9, the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a flat panel 
display that has a light transmissive display substrate and a rear substrate, spacers interposed 
between the rear and display substrate, an electrically conductive sheet with a plurality of holes 
disposed thereon, each hole corresponding to one of the cold cathode element, wherein each hole 
has a phosphor therein, and the thickness of the electrically conductive sheet is greater than a 
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thickness of the phosphor disposed within the hole, the electrically conductive sheet further 
including recesses for holding the spacers. 

5. As to claims 3-14, claims 3-14 are allowable for the reasons given for claim 2 and the 
dependency of claims 3-14 on claim 2. 

6. As to claims 17 and 1 8, claims 17 and 18 are allowable for the reasons given for claim 16 
and the dependency of claims 17 and 18 on claim 16. 

7. As to claims 21 and 22, claims 21 and 22 are allowable for the reasons given for claim 19 
and the dependency of claims 21 aind 22 on claim 19.
